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Proressor Samuel W. Stratton, of the University 
of Chicago, will be: director of the new standardizing 
bureau, which will determine the status of weights 
and measures. It often occurs that in disputes as to 
standards of measurements application has to be made to 
scientists in England, France and Germany, and the new 
bureau is to settle such matters in. this country. The 
passage of the bill was asked for by manufacturers of 
astronomical, chemical and other apparatus. Domestic 
concerns of this kind have been successfully competing 
with foreign manufacturers, but have been handicapped 
by the lack of a recognized standard of measurement. 








THE steady growth in the exportation of manu- 
facturers and the extent of this prosperity to all 
branches of manufacturing lines is illustrated by a 
table just compiled by the Treasury Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, which shows the exports, article by article, of 
all the leadimg manufactures which have been sent 
abroad during the calendar year 1900, and comparing 
the figures of that year with two preceding years. In a 
list of 40 articles, 32 show an increase in 1900 as com- 
pared with 1899; and in nearly all of the 8 cases where 
a decrease is shown the conditions are exceptional. In 
manufactures of cotton, for instance, there is a drop in 
exports of about $4,000,000, but this fs due chiefly to 
the war conditions in China, which is now our largest 
purchaser of cotton goods. In bicycles there is a fall 
of $1,500,000, but this is due to the general subsidence 
in bieyele popularity the world over. In the exporta- 
tion of malt liquors there is a slight decrease, also in 
starch, marble, soaps, and fertilizers. In all the other 
cases in the 40 principal classes of exportations of manu- 
factures an increase is shown, and in many cases a large 
nerease. Iron and steel, for instance, show an incfease 

f over $25,000,000 as compared with the preceding 
ear 1899, and over $45,000,000 as compared with 
‘898: mineral oils show an increase of about $7,000,000 
ver 1899; copper, an increase of $14,000,000; agri- 
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cultural implements, $2,500,000 ; cotton seed oil, which 
is officially classified under agricultural products and 
not among manufacturers, shows an increase of $2,500,- 
000; chemicals, $2,000,000, and wood manufactures, 
parafiine, scientific instruments, paper and manufac- 
tures of, and cars for steam railways show an increase of. 
over $1,000,000 each.

of what constitutes a first-class machine. 


systaematic conduct of the bicycle industry is apparent 
from the lack of strife and indecision among the manu- 
facturers, and the absence of unfavorable criticism of 
their output is proof enough that it never has been ex- 
celled. 

“Believing, therefore, that the wheels of 1901 will 
be taken at their proper value and that their sale will 
be large, makers and dealers are preparing for a busy 
spring. All over the country cycle factories are being 
prepared to receive large orders and stores and shops 
are being renovated and enlarged.” 

All over the country there has been a general clear- 
ing out of small, exclusive cycle dealers whose respon- 
sibility was doubtful, whose capital, in many cases, was 
too small to enable them to meet the exigencies of their 
trade. Their places have been filled by established 
hardware dealers, who have made a success of handling 
wheels where they have energetically pushed them. 

The desire for improvement, ever present in Amer- 
ica, has been the cause of marked advancement in the art 
of wheel making. The cushion frame, for example, 
which has undergone material changes, appears in 
greatly improved form and is sure to have a host of 
admirers, particularly among middle-aged persons who 
hitherto have found the bicycle’s vibration objectionable. 

The steady decline during the past three years in 
the total exportation of cycles from the United States 
has been regarded by some as a sign that the wheel is 
losing its hold in other countries. The value of the 
machines exported in 1898 was, in round numbers, $7,- 
000,000 ; in 1899, $5,000,000, and in 1900, $3,000,000. 
This decrease, however, is not, in all probability, due to 
a falling off in the ranks of cyclists; countries which 
were large buyers of American cycles a few years ago, 
whose domestic wheel trade was then somewhat feeble, 
have lately improved the quality of their product and 
aré now able to sell a large part of it at home. 

It looks as though the falling off in the bicycle in- 
dustry the last two years would be largely checked this 
coming year, and as if there would be a decided im- 
provement in. the demand for wheels. 

There was a time five years ago when anybody could 
sell wheels, owing to the popular craze for cycling. The 
passing of this craze marked the passing of the ex- 
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clusive cycle agent and the transfer of this trade to the 
regular hardware dealers. If the latter were more 
active in pushing the sales of these goods, now that they 
have an undisputed field, they could undoubtedly realize 
considerably on wheels and wheel sundries in the course 
of a season.

A compound engine or a steam thresher is a 
handsome article, but when in coloring it gaudy reds 
are mingled with garish blues the effect is a color night- 
mare. Violet, pea green, mauve and maroon are not a 
color symphony. Cerulean blue, claret and black are 
not the acme of colortype harmony, and it is a pity that 
our machines should be painted by men with crude 
ideas of color antithesis.

A wRITER in the National Laundry Journal con- 
tributes an excellent article on Practical Business Cor- 
respondence, from which I make the following excerpts: 

“The difference in cost between poor and good 
writing materials is so trifling that no business man 
can afford to avail himself of it. The paper should not 
be smaller than ‘commercial note,’ and either white or 
agreeably tinted. Never use foolscap or fractions of a 
sheet; the one is unsightly, awkward and clumsy and 
the other looks mean and stingy. With practice anyone 
can write fairly well with a pen on unruled paper, while 
typewriting and ruling seldom align. The effect is 
much better, and it is more convenient also, because 
one may write ‘close’ or ‘open’ without spoiling the ap- 
pearance of his communication. 

“The envelope should be adapted to the sheet in 
size, quality and color—except that manilla paper may 
be substituted on account of its toughness and greater 
strength. It should be a trifle larger than the twice 
folded sheet ; anything smaller will require the letter to 
be folded back at the ends. 

“The ink should be black—the most satisfactory 
and durable color. Red and purple inks may have 
their uses in the laundry, but they should never go 
outside. 

“The appearance of a business letter is made or 
marred by a few details of make-up. There should al- 
ways be a margin on the left-hand side of the sheet, 
varying from one inch on very large paper to a quarter- 
inch on small commercial note. Too wide a margin 
looks worse than one too narrow. 








“Paragraphing makes a letter more readable and 
its sense much clearer. A new paragraph accompanies 
each change of subject, and as such may consist of two 
lines or two pages. All paragraphs begin at the same 
distance from the left-hand edge of the sheet, spaced 
according to the paper’s width. 

“A badly spelled letter inevitably brings a chill to 
the recipient, and, unless there is a personal acquaint- 
ance and mutual confidence, it may cause some doubt 
as to the intelligence and ability of the sender. 

“Use short sentences rather than long ones. 
Wherever possible avoid ‘ands’ and ‘buts ;’ these are the 
special favorites of ambiguity. 

“Above everything else be perfectly frank and 
truthful in your correspondence. The spoken word is 
not a matter of record, and in a crisis becomes at most 
a matter of veracity between speaker and hearer. But 
that which is written is, in itself, judge, jury and wit- 


nesses.”

RetalIL stove men are still grappling with the stove 
trust. As long as commercial life is built as it is today 
the retailer must “sagacitate” on the advisability of let- 
ting John Jones or Tom Robinson take a stove out of 
their store without putting up the needful. Much as we 
all would like to see this order of things done away 
with, I fear the stove trust will always be in our midst. 
Happily, according to the testimony of the trade as 
given at various state hardware associations, cash sales 
are growing in frequency and there is less credit than 
formerly. Some years ago there was some strong “stove 
trust” talk indulged in by one Promoter Baker, and 
glittering success must have perched on his banneret, as 
he has written finis on his various store consolidation 
literature and is now trying, so they tell me, to get all 
the gasolene stove makers all to chip into a big pot, war- 
ranted to give the promoter a real juicy rake-off. 
Brother Baker shows his brainy nature in this latest 
promoting attempt, as he can use the same strong ap- 
peals he sent out to stove manufacturers over again, 
merely inserting the word “gasolene” before the word 
stove. After this deal goes through, Mr. Baker will be 
at liberty, and some of the state hardware associations 
with a few spare millions in their treasury, who are look- 
ing around for a state organizer, will be able to lay their 
fingers on the man for the place. 
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The Progress Furnace & Stove Co., Springfield, O., 
received word on March 6 that its contract for furnish- 
ing heaters for a bonded warehouse had been accepted 
by the government, the contract amounting to about 
$10,000.

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DEATH OF fl. B. CLARK. 





The trade will learn with deep regret of the death 
of M. B. Clark, one of the leading business men of 
northern Ohio, and president of the Cleveland Co- 
operative Stove Co. and the Cleveland Stamping & 
Tool Co., both of Cleveland, Ohio. He was father-in- 
law of C. H. Coit, secretary of the latter company. Mr. 
Clark was a resident of the pretty Cleveland suburb of 
Glenville, and was in the 73d year of his age. His ail- 
ment was grip, to which he succumbed at 6 p. m., March 
9, after a two weeks’ siege. 

Mr. Clark was born in England, and early came to 
this country, deciding on Cleveland as his future home. 
Like Lincoln he toiled as a rail splitter, and like Gar- 
field as a canal worker. Later he went into the grain 
elevator business with John D. Rockefeller, and with 
the latter gentleman founded the Standard Oil Co., in 
which he shortly sold out his stock. In 1892 he was one 
of the organizers of the Cleveland Stamping & Tool 
Co., and has been its president since its inception. He 
was twice married, leaving two daughters by his. first 
wife. Mr. Clark was a man of high character and 
splendid judgment, and did much in building Cleveland 








to its present status as a commercial and manufacturing 
center. 

The funeral was held from the deceased’s residence 
in Glenville at 2:30 o’clock, March 12th. It was largely 
attended and the floral offerings were profuse. Simple 
funeral services were conducted by Rev. Dr. Rutledge,

STOCK WATERING TROUGHS. 





The money in the retail hardware business is made 
in specialties rather than staples. No dealer ever grew 
rich selling nails, particularly as it is on these staples 
that the enemy of the retailer, the catalogue house, 
makes the heaviest price onslaughts. In many special- 
ties these supply men seem to have the inside track, 
making competition a harsh battle. Among the goods 
which hardware men are finding very profitable and on 
which they are fully protected by the manufacturers 
from either catalogue house or agents’ competition, are 
the Improved Dewey stock watering troughs, manufac- 
tured by the B-B Mfg.

Pigs squeal oft- 
ener from thirst than from hunger. 

“Do you ever think that when you water your pigs 
from a trough many of them cannot obtain enough to 
drink, and if so not until the stronger hogs have been 
supplied, lain in the trough and otherwise made the 
water unfit to drink. Can you expect the weaker hogs 
to gain if they do not have sufficient water and when 
they wish it. Food should rather be neglected than 
water. 

“Many successful hog raisers are now prohibiting 
their hogs from wallowing in mud holes and going to 
a running stream, especially during the extremely hot 
weather. This for reason that they become overheated, 
plunge into the water, cool too rapidly, resulting in 
rheumatism. Often your hogs are stiff, off their feed and 
otherwise indisposed. More than any other cause this is 
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due to allowing them access to wallowing holes and 
running water.”

they are making may be. The spacing is poor and the 
different statements are of too mediocre an order. I 
will guarantee that no member of this firm would talk 
to a customer in the language of this advertisement but 
would speak in a more life-like and energetic manner. 
“T have frequently referred,” says a writer in The 
Michigan Tradesman, “to the injurious effects of the 
use of extravagance in expression and the use of over- 
statement and I am impelled to refer to them, for they 
are a matter of such vital importance and of such exten- 
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sive prevalence that too much attention can hardly be 
given them. 

An overstatement in advertising is always injurious. 
There may be other elements of value sufficient to over- 
balance a moderate degree of it, or the discriminating 
reader may have learned to find the valuable features 
among the rubbish, and so the space is not entirely lost, 
but it would be better to leave the rubbish out. 

I think the use of extravagance and overstatment 
is caused by either an instinctive striving after strength 
of expression, or an instinetive—that is, unconsidered— 
impression that people are constantly looking for some- 
thing of exceptional character. If this were true the 
discriminating reader would be sadly puzzled to look 
over many pages of the average classified magazine 
advertising now current. Each of four quarter pages, 
for instance, will describe the same article in terms only 
limited by the possibilities of language as superlatively 
the best. If there is any difference some of the claims 
must be inaccurate. Now the facts in the case are 
that the intelligent reader—which means the average 
reader—gives such expressions no consideration—they 
are without meaning or effect except as they cumber the 
space with conventional clap trap. I do not mean to 
say that such advertising is useless, but it would be much 
better and more effective with the rubbish eliminated. 
Or take a broadside from a department store. Every 
article is the most wonderful of its kind that language 
can describe—the most exceptional values, positively 
unapproachable bargains of unequaled quality. What 
is the use of cumbering up the space in this way when 
the expressions have no meaning? There is value in 
the advertising, if it is not wholly buried in rubbish, 
but how much better if the rubbish were not there. 
The lists of articles in which the people are interested 
are hunted out among the meaningless encumbrances, 
such definite prices as are given are a help, so the space 
is not entirely wasted, but it is in spite of the extrava- 
gance, not by its aid. 

There is enough to be said of meaning to interest 
the customer. If nothing more the name of the firm 
and its business constitutes a valuable advertisement— 
a better one than when the space is cumbered by ex- 
but this 





travagance or meaningless conventionalities 
can always be supplemented by statements that will 
interest. Names of articles are always good. Names 
of articles with prices still better. A description of the 
article that is most apt to be wanted, with the price, 
makes many sales before the customer ever enters the 
store. Such advertising is valuable. 

When a community is educated to the proposition 
that an advertiser is candid and that his statements 
mean something it becomes possible to describe excep- 
tional advantages in the goods offered. If he brings 
the largest consignment in any line it may be a matter 
of interest, but he should be able to demonstrate its 
truth. 

The day is coming when adjectives in advertising 
will have their meaning restored. A glance over the 
work of the besat publicists proves this statement. 
Every word of such advertising has meaning. Its use 
is increasing and it will not be long before it will drive 
out the meaningless extravagance which now lumbers 
up the press.

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FLORAL CITY FURNACES. 





A very attractive catalogue is that sent us by the 
Monroe Foundry & Furnace Co., Monroe, Mich., manu- 
facturers of the Floral City furnaces. The place of 
honor in this interesting volume is assigned to the 
Floral City gas tight furnace, double radiator “A” 
series. This furnace has a large and deep ash pit and 
the door is the full size of the opening, making the 
removal of the ashes éasy and insuring the durability 
of the grates under ordinary care. The grates are 
the Smythe duplex, triangular revolving pattern, and 
are worked in pairs by the use of a crank placed on the 
two center bars.. The fire pot is made very heavy and 
is also deeply corrugated. 

The Floral City combination warm air and hot 
water furnace, style “A”, is formed by making the 
upper section of the fire pot hollow, thus forming the 
lower water ring, and connecting this with a hot water 
dome placed in the combustion chamber directly over 
the fire. By the use of the hollow pot the rapid heating 
and circulation of the water is insured under any con- 
dition of the fire. Both these boilers are solid one- 
piece castings and are connected by seven flues, so ad- 
justed as to allow for expansion and contraction. Where 
the flues enter the hollow pot and are exposed to the 
direct heat of the fire they are protected by long cast 
sleeve lock-nuts. 

A change has recently been made in the construc- 
tion of the Floral City wood furnace’s radiator, whereby 
the products of combustion are carried from the central 
dome into the radiator at a point a little to one side of 
the center, and a heavy cast iron division plate separates 
this opening from the smoke exit. The products of 
combustion are therefore compelled to make a full 
circuit of the entire radiator. A collar is provided in 
this furnace on the top of the radiator just above the 
smoke outlet, and this can be utilized for connecting the 
smoke outlet when it is desired to run the smoke pipe 
out at the front or across the radiator at some other 
angle. A direct draft to chimney, without making the 
circuit of the radiator, is obtained by a damper in the 
radiator division plate. This allows the smoke to pass 
directly into the smoke pipe from the central dome. 
This damper is operated by a handle brought to the 


front.

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WARM AIR HEATING. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Your Furnace Work Manual, page 225, last para- 
graph, states that air warmed before reaching the fur- 
nace, diminishes the flow, or makes more sluggish the 
outflow, or less power, once the furnace is left to the 
cooler air.- 

If the air is cold, there is the same temperature of 
the air on the outside of the building. In other words,

into the cold air duct, without warming in any degree 
and warmed on its passage to the furnace or fire box, 
will the air so warmed retard or check the outflow of the 
hot air from the hot air chamber? 

My neighbor, adjoining me, has in the basement of 
his building a large furnace. I granted him some 
privilege, which he is willing to reciprocate. I con- 
ceived the idea of placing cold air inlet outside of his 
building and running the duct or cold air pipe under- 
neath the grate of the fire box of his furnace, then 
through the pipe to a furnace or to the fire box of a 
furnace in my basement, a distance of 16 to 20 feet. 
The object in view is to partially warm the air after it 
enters the warm air duct and before reaching the fur- 
nace in my building, thus saving the fuel that it would 
take to warm the air all in my furnace, if the conductor 
to my furnace is in its natural temperature; in other 
words, the thought is that it will not require the same 
expenditure of fuel to continue ‘the warming process 
of the air to the desired degree of heat, as it would if 
the air was admitted to the hot air chamber in its 
natural cold state. The object is, of course, to econo- 
mize by borrowing heat from my neighbor’s furnace to 
help me heat my own. See skeich illustrating.

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ANSWER BY JAMES J. LAWLER. 


It is possible to extract some heat units from the 
neighbor’s furnace through the method suggested by 
our subscriber without detrimental effects to the cold 
air supply for furnace E, providing the cold air channel 
is constructed on the principle shown in our illustra- 
tion, Fig. 2. But we are at a loss to know what kind 
of a hot air furnace it is that will admit of a cold air 
duct for a good sized furnace to pass through its fire 
box. If it is the intention to carry the cold air for 
furnace E through the ash pit of furnace B, we fear 
there would not be much warmth added at that point, 
and then if not absolutely air tight, dust and ashes 
would flow in to the cold air channel and enter our 
friend’s house and become a nuisance. If the cold air 
channel passing through any part of furnace B in plan 
Fig. 1 should be constructed of sheet iron and made 
practically air tight, it would soon rust out and become 
useless, and, if constructed of brick and made practi- 
eally air tight, it would have to be so thick that very 
little heat would pass through the walls. And while 
we show in sketch Fig. 2 how it is possible to heat fresh 
air before it enters the heating chamber of a furnace 
without retarding its flow to that furnace, our best 
advice to our subscriber in this case is to abandon his 
plan of endeavoring to secure some heat from his 
neighbor’s furnace, and place a direct cold air channel 
to his own furnace in the usual manner. . 

Referring to the illustration, Fig. 2, E represents 
our subscriber’s furnace, while B is that of his neigh- 
bor’s. A in this sketch is the cold air inlet with a 
channel which conducts the air to a point below the 
cellar floor, indicated by D, so that the air must rise in 
its cold state to the furnace B, where it may pass in 
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any manner to heating chamber of furnace E. The 
pocket D acts as a trap and prevents the warm air from 
falling back into the cold air duct as the colder air 
below would prevent this action and at the same time, 
by such a construction, furnace E would have a more 
rapid circulation of warm air through its distributing 
pipes than it would have in the ordinary method. This 
is, of course, providing that the cold air would receive 
some heat in passing through furnace B, and also that 
the channel was of ample size for the work intended.

STOVE DRUM. 








A stove drum of any dimensions, say a diameter of 
16 inches, length 28 inches, can be made in the follow- 
ing style: From swedge and burr off cut heads. Form 
an upright bottom or inlet, and cut out all on one side of 
center, and the top or outlet on the opposite side of 
center. After you have fitted in the collar and pieced 
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the head on, cut a piece of pipe (O) and 16 inches long, 
press into collar and rivet them. Place bottom on 
drum, first inserting in lower collar-piece (r) ; rivet if 
you like. Then put bottom head on to keep pipe in place 
of drum. Put bolt (s) to hold them in place. 

The old style of putting them on in divisions is 
not so easy, and of no more efficacy than this style.

HAS ALWAYS USED INSIDE CIRCULATION. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

In reply to S. E. McLaughlin’s letter of Feb. 25th, 
in regard to warm air heating, I have always used in- 
side circulation with remarkable success. Will give a 
few of the many reasons why I do, and if I am called 
upon to further air the question I will be able to do so. 
Every heating man knows to heat with hot water you 
have to have a return from each radiator to get a cir- 
culation, as it is the circulation of the water from the 
heater to the radiators and returning that keeps up the 
heat. With warm air the proposition is the same. By 
taking cold air returns from the rooms to the furnace, 
as soon as you start the fire you create a circulation of 
air in the rooms. And as a natural consequence you 
take the cold air out of the rooms and pass it through 
the furnace, heating it and returning it to the rooms, 
necessitating less fuel and more convenience in regulat- 
ing the furnace. Some furnace men advance the theory 
that you need, to take outside air, so as to have fresh 
air in the rooms; that by using inside circulation the air 
becomes impure. But I have never seen a house that it 
was impossible to get all the outside, or fresh air, as they 
call it, around the windows and doors to keep it fresh 
and pure.

SLATE IN 10901. 





The well-known slate firm of Auld & Conger, Cleve- 
land, O., are sending to their trade, under cover of 
March 12, a letter on the slate outlook for 1901, from 
which we make the following extracts: 

“Tn the first place, a strong and protracted demand 
very quickly absorbed nearly all of the slate produced in 
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1900, in fact, the demand almost exceeded the available 
supply towards the end of the season, so that instead of 
the stock on hand being heavy, as it usually is at this 
time of the year, we find that there is less slate ready for 
immediate shipment than there has been in over twenty 
years. 

“On the other hand, there are no indications point- 
ing towards an increased production for the coming year 
to offset this condition, but, to the contrary, we feel 
fully warranted in saying that the total output is al- 
most sure to fall materially below the normal. Owing 
to the extremely low prices which have been in effect 
for the past two years or more, a great many operators 
have simply been using the slate rock in sight, without 
making any of the usual and necessary preparations for 
the future and, as those familiar with the opefation with 
a slate quarry know, capital is not the only essential, but 
even with the use of unlimited money, a great deal of 
time is required to bring a quarry back in shape to pro- 
duce largely again. 

“Another important element to be considered, 
which may not be generally known to the trade, is the 
extensive foreign demand for American slate which has 
grown up and which is increasing so rapidly that heavy 
shipments are constantly being made, in fact there are 
certain favorite sizes called for on the other side that 
can be shipped just as fast as made. In addition to this 
regular trade, the fact that Lord Penryhn’s quarries 
(the largest in the world), employing over 5,000 men, 
have been closed down indefinitely on account of a 
strike among his men, which promises to be another 
bitter and protracted struggle similar to a previous one 
which lasted for eighteen months, will create an extra de- 
mand for American slate, which will take thousands of 
squares away from the home market. 

“The situation at the black slate quarries of Penn- 
sylvania is about the same as in Vermont; and we 
know of one particular quarry whose entire monthly out- 
put of from 5,000 to 6,000 squares has been contracted 
to be shipped abroad during the season, just as fast as 
the slate can be produced. 

“You will, we know, agree with us that the pros- 
pects for an exceedingly busy and prosperous season 
were never more favorable than at the present time; 
and that there will be an extraordinary demand for slate 
for home consumption is more than probable.” 

Of course the meat in the cocoanut of this resume 
is an emphasizing of the importance of the trade or- 
dering shipments forwarded somewhat earlier than 
usual.

THE importance of Manchuria as a market for Amer- 
ican goods is presented in some figures which the Treas- 
ury Bureau of Statistics has compiled from the latest 
official reports of the Chinese government. The fact 
that Manchuria has of late been looked upon as a 
rapidly growing market for American goods, coupled 
with the suggestion that it is likely to pass permanently 
under Russian control, adds to the interest of these 
figures. The entry of 584,877 pieces of American drills 
valued at 2,023,646 haikwan taels shows the firm hold 
these goods have on the market, they having increased 
ten-fold in as many years. American sheetings are even 
more sought after, over 1,100,000 pieces having come in 
valued at 3,910,916 Haikwan taels. The importation 
of American cotton flannel quadrupled in comparison 
with the total for preceding years. American kerosene 
oil has leaped from 1,730,000 gallons to 2,282,060 gal- 
lons, and Russian kerosene oil from 92,000 gallons to 
205,000 gallons, though great as is this growth the con- 
sumption is small in comparison with the district fed; 
but there is a stronger competitor in the native vegetable 
oils. An examination of the detailed statement of im- 
ports into Newchwang compared with those into other 
ports shows that of the 1,646,101 pieces of American 





drills received in China from the United States and 
Hongkong, 584,877 pieces, or 35 per cent, finally found 
their way to Newchwang, practically all of this having 
entered China at Shanghai and thence reshipped to 
Newchwang. Of the 4,000,071 pieces of American 
sheetings entering China in 1899, 1,101,885 pieces, or 
27 per cent, finally reached Newchwang, and of the 126,- 
323 pieces of American jeans imported,- 20,630, or 23 
per cent, reached Newchwang. Of the 39,295,088 gal- 
lons of American kerosene oil imported into China, 
2,282,060 gallons, or about 6 per cent, found its way to 
Newchwang, either as a direct import, or a reimporta- 
tions from other ports.

BRADSTREETS’ ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vanced report of the iron and steel situation: 

Conditions in the domsetic iron and steel demand 
recall the boom of 1899, and it becomes more and more 
evident that an enormous consumptive demand, dis- 
couraged by the high prices of a year ago, is now coming 
freely into the market, prices rise as furnace stocks fall, 
and there are some who fear another runaway market. 
The ore producers are holding back and have not yet 
announced prices, while the rise of pig iron makes their 
position stronger. Bessemer pig is $1 higher at Pitts- 
burg. Southern foundry is $1 above the lowest recent 
prices at Birmingham on heavy sales, and a large busi- 
ness has been done at Chicago at an advance of 50 cents 
more per ton. 

Bars and structural material are firm, and heavy 
hardware is active and advancing. Foreign reports are 
as blue as domestic advices are bright, but it is worth 
noting that an enormous order for pipes is reported 


captured by Americans despite strenuous efforts by 
foreigners. : 





IRON AND STEEL. 

Matthew Addy & Co. say of the iron market: One 
of the most interesting of the developments in the pig 
iron situation lately is the demand for shipment over 
the last half of the year. There have been considerable 
sales for these deliveries. Thus far there has been no 
speculative buying whatever. The demand has come 
from the actual needs of the consumers. In certain of 
the soft grades of Southern foundry iron there is a de- 
cided shortage, while there is no accumulation of any 
grade that is worth mentioning. In fact, the Southern 
order books are now practically filled for the first half 
of the year, or through May in all cases. 

The buying during the past week has been more 
general in character. The capacity of this market for 
Bessemer has been overtaxed. The smaller foundry 
trade has been buying steadily. There have also been 
several important gray forge deals. As yet there is not 


a sign that the buying movement is anywhere near its 
end. 





COPPER. 
The market continues dull and featureless, but 
prices are held steady at 1%c for lake and 165c for 
electrolytic by the large producers. 





SCRAP. 


Demand for all descriptions of scrap material is re- 


ported to be good, the market being stronger for both 
the higher priced stock and also the lower grades. It is 
stated that the available supply is lighter than usual at 
this season. Sales of about 1,000 tons old steel rails, 
heavy section tees, at $16.50 to $17 per gross ton de- 
livered at mill are reported, and also 500 tons old iron
